All  vessels  coming  into  the  port  of  San  Fran- 
ciico  from  a  fcreign  country,  will  be  boarded  by 
an  officer  aa  aoon  as  practicable  alter  their  arrival, 
in  |  and  no  paaaenger  from  a  foreign  country  will  be 
allowed  to  land  without  a  proper  passport. 

II.  Passengers  eoming  mediately  from  New 
York  by  the  Isthmus,  or  from  Oregon  by  way  of 
Vancouver  Island,  will  not  be  considered  a.  eom- 
ing from  a  foreign  country.  Masters  of  steainers 
pl)ing  on  those  routes  will  make  a  separate  list  of 
their  way  passengers,  and  give  it  to  the  inspecting 
officer  as  he  comes  on  board. 

III.  Passengers  going  hence  to  Oregon  by  way 
of  Vancouver  Island  will  not  be  required  to  pro- 
cure passports. 

IV.  A  separate  list  will  be  made  of  passenger; 
coming  on  boud  of  steamers  at  Vancouver  Island 
for  Oregon,  and  will  be  given  to  the  inspecting 
officer,  who  will  come  on  board  at  Cape  Diaap- 
pointment.

PASSPORTS  POR  PERSONS  COMING  PROM  FOREIGN 

COVMTRIE8. 

The  following  order  of  the  President,  received 
from  the  Department  of  State,  ia  promulgated  for 
the  information  and  government  of  all  officer,  in 
the  military  service  whom  it  may  concern : 

Depart  ent  of  statb. 
Washington,  December  17,  1864. 
The  President  directs  that,  except  immigrant 

enter  the  United  States  from  a  foreign  country 
without  a  passport.  If  a  citizen,  the  passport 
must  be  from  thir.  Department,  or  from  some 
United  States  minister  or  consul  abroad ;  and  if 
ao  alien,  from  the  competent  authority  of  his  own 
country ;  the  passport  to  be  countersigned  by  a 
diplon  atic  agent  or  consul  of  the  United  8lates. 
This  regulation  it  intended  to  apply  eepecially  to 
persons  proposing  to  eume  to  the  United  States 
from  the  neighboring  British  Provinces  Its  ob- 
servance will  be  strictly  enforced  by  all  officers, 
civil  military  and  naval,  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Stite  and  Municipal 
au  horities  are  requested  to  aid  in  its  execution 
It  is  expected,  however,  that  no  imraiginnt  pas- 
senger, coming  in  manner  aforesaid,  will  be  ob- 
structed, or  any  other  persons  who  may  set  out 
On  their  way  hither  before  intelligence  of  this 
regulation  could  reasonably  be  expected  to  reach 
the  country  frqm  which  they  mjv  halted.

THB  POLITICAL  FUTURE. 

Much  to  the  surprise,  and  we  may  say  the 
agreeable  surprise,  or  toe  House  yesterday 
tot  resolution  on  the  Crown  Lends  question 
wh  allowed  by  the  opponents  of  the  measure 
to  go  to  a  division  without  debate.  The  rex 
solution,  therefore,  comes  up  for  its  final  pas 
•age  to-day.  and  will  still  be  in  time,  if  des- 
patch be  used,  for  transmission  to  England 
by  the  mail  steamer  to-morrow.  Whatever 
may  hare  been  the  opinion  of  the  public— 
and  we  think  there  wae  but  one  -on  the  re* 
cent  notion  of  those  member!  who  took  so 
extraordinary  a  course  to  destroy  the  Crown 
Lands  resolution,  the  conduct  of  these  gentle- 
men yesterday  weat  far  to  make  amende  for 
Monday'e  work.  It  is  satisfactory  to  see  the 
question,  after  all  the  threatened  interminable 
discussion,  quietly  disposed  of ;  but  it  is 
even  more  satisfactory  to  witness  a  better 
spirit  entering  the  arena  ef  debate.  We 
hope,  however,  that  the  ohange  may  not  be  ooe 
of  those  evanescent  gleams  that  occasionally 
flit  aeroM  oor  legislative  labors,  but  an 
earnest  of  that  feeling  which  is  to  characterise 
all  funic  railitmcntary  proceeding!.  Wc 


have  bad  too  much  of  the  "  tempest  in  a  tea- 
pot," and  it  is  only  natural  we  should  desire 
milder  weather  and  a  more  extended  horizon 
The  colony  from  its  birth  never  oonld  afford 
to  have  its  small  modicum  of  wisdom  wast- 
ed in  unprofitable  exertions — whether  in  the 
House  of  Legislature  or  in  the  field  of  pri- 
vate enterprise ;  but  above  all  the  periods  of 
its  existence  the  present  is  the  most  oritical 
in  this  respeet.   All  the  practical  knowledge 
—all  the  foresight  and  ingenuity  of  the  in 
habitants  and  the  Government— is  required 
to  place  the  country  in  that  condition  of 
prosperity  whieh  is  ardently  desired  by  every 
person  in  the  colony,  and  to  wbiob  its  oat  or 
al  capabilities  entitle  it    It  is  no  easy  task, 
under  the  moat  favorable  circumstances,  to 
convert  the  wilderness  into  the  garden,  o 
the  mineral  resource!  of  a  country  into  per 
maoent  means  of  wealth  ;  but  the  difficulty 
ie  certainly  not  dimioiebed  by  leaving  things 
as  they  are.  We  have  a  rough,  rich  territory 
—  a  magnificent  heritage  to  a  bold,  ingenious 
aad  vigorous  race,  but  a  lifelong  encum- 
brance to  the  faint-hearted,  the  ignorant, 
and  the  feeble.  That  the  colony  will  pro 
grass  and  take  its  place  in  due  time  among 
the  proaperoui  countries  of  the  earth,  no  one 
who  has  given  even  bnt  a  oaaual  glimpse  at 
its  capacity  can  for  a  moment  doubt.  Tbe 
only  question  that  arises  in  this  prospective 
view,  ie  tbe  bow  long  or  how  ibort  ?  and  this 
it  is  needleei  to  lay  depends  on  its  popoUv 
tion  and  its  Government.   Hitherto,  what- 
ever  may  be  eaid  to  tbe  contrary,  the  non 
possession  of  the  landa  of  the  Island  by  tbe 
people  has  been  a  serious  barrier  to  the  set- 
tlement and  the  development  of  the  country. 
Tbe  very  parties  who  were  most  deeply  in 
terested — the  inhabitant!  of  the  colony — had 
nothing  whatever  to  say  in  tbe  management 
of  what  may  be  termed  tbe  publie  domain 
Our  legislation  haa  been  in  consequence 
confined  to  tbe  most  insignificant  topics 
We  have  been  ohewing  away  at  the  rind, 
while  the  fruit  waa  goiog  gradually  to  decay 
This  was  certainly  an  unprofitable  state  of 
things,  and  haa  more  than  anything  else  ten 
ded  to  lower  the  dignity  and  utility  of  our 
legislation. 

Let  us  hope  that  tbe  terras  proposed  in  tbe 
Grown  Lands  resolution  will  be  accepted  by 
Mr.  Cardwell,  and  that  the  members  ef  the 
House,  intend  of  wastiog  their  time  on 
trifles,  will  assume  the  real  duties  of  oolonia 
legislators,  and  bring  all  their  knowledge  and 
ezperienoe  to  bear  on  the  condition  of  the 
country.  Let  the  energy  of  tbe  Houae  be 
directed  toward!  creating  new  channel!  of 
industry  and  widening  those  that  are  already 
in  being.  In  other  countries  we  eee  tba 
change  of  an  administration  or  the  inaugu- 
ration of  a  new  policy  infusing  fresh  vigor 
into  tbe  inhabitant!  and  giving  to  every 
branch  of  industry  a  renewed  vitality.  Ii 
the  creative  or  constructive  power  of  onr 
Legislature  nil,  aad  is  its  forte  confined 
to  fierce  debate!  on,  in  most  cases,  frail 
leei  topici  !  We  hope  not.  We 
whatever  may  have  been  its  fault!  and  ita 
weaknesses  that  the  future  will  toll  a  differ 
ant  talc— that  private  pique  and  petty  ambi 
tion  will  be  for  ever  laid  aside,  and  that  the 
only  emulation  that  ia  likely  to  stimulate  tbe 
members  will  be  that  whiob  aimi  at  tbe 
country's  good.  We  may  then  with  some 
degree  of  certainty  look  forward  to  an 
era  of  prosperity  and  of  general  confidence. 
Muoh  more  depends  on  tbe  Government 
of  a  country  than  is  generally  imagined.  We 
aee  our  Canadian  fellow-colonists, .  after 
period  of  intense  depression,  spring  from  an 
era  of  deficit  to  one  of  surplus  immediately 
on  the  advent  of  a  more  enlightened  Govern- 
ment. We  eee  tbe  re  venae  increase  of  the 
first  eix  months  of  last  year  put  down  at  the 
enormous  figure  of  $1,270,000— or  at  tbe  rate 
of  $2,540,000  a  year.  Let  oar  members  of 
Assembly  take  a  lessen  from  tbe  Eastern 
colonies,  and  we  shall  shortly  hear  little  o 
discontent.

G.  A.  Smith  and  others  as  prisoners,  bat 
tbeyolaimed  tbe  benefit  of  tbe  armistice. 
Ho  bas  telegraphed  ma  through  tbe  rebel 
lines  for  orders.  I  have  answered  him  tbat 
be  may  draw  out  of  Maooo  and  hold  hia 
command  tor  further  orders,  unless  he  has 
reason  to  believe  the  rebels  are  changing 
tbe  states  to  our  prejudice.

■'  Wasbjmotob,  AprU  23.— President  John- 
son'i  speeob  to  the  Indiana  delegation  yes- 
terday was  more  important  than  any  yet  de- 
livered. Tba  President  saidj:  We  are  living 
at  a  time  when  -tbe  publio  mind  has  almost 
become  oblivious  |of  what  treason  is.  The 
time  baa  arrived  when  the  American  people 
should  be  educated  and  taught  tbat  treasoo 

Siinst  tbe  United  States  Government  is  tbe 
heat  crime  that  can  be  committed,  aod 
that  those  engaged  in  it  should  suffer  all  its 
penalties.  It  is  not  a  promulgation  of  any- 
thing tbat  I  bava  not  heretolore  aaid  to  say 
that  treason  must  be  made  odious ;  that 
traitors  must  ba  punished  and  imprisoned 
aod  thair  social  power  be  destroyed.  If  not, 
tbey  will  still  maintain  tbe  ascendency  and 
mayftgaln  become  numerous  and  powerful. 
For  in  words  of  former  Senators  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  when  traitor,  become  numerous

becomes  respectable,  end  I 
_  treason  odious,  every  Uoioo 
be  remunerated  out  of  tbe 
pockets  of  those  who  iodic*  tbe  greatest 
suffering  upon  tbe  country.  Whiie  I  say  as  to 

lenienoy  and  conciliation  to  thousands  whom 
tbey  have  misled  sad  deceived.  In  speakicg 
of  reconstruction  he  made  the  following  re- 
marks upon  tbe  idea  or  destroying  States  : 
My  position  bas  been  well  known,  and  I  hare 
no  cause  to  change  it  now.  Some  are  satis- 
fied with  an  idea  that  States  have  lost  in 
territorial  and  other  divisions,  and  are  to 
lose  their  character  aa  States;  bat  their 
life's  breath  bas  only  been  suspended,  and  it 
is  my  high  constitutional  obligation  to  secure 
and  give  to  each  of  these  States  tbe  posses- 
sion  end  enjoyment  of  a  republican  form  of 
government.  A  State  may  be  in  the  Govern, 
ment  with  a  peculiar  institution  and  by  tbe 
operations  of  rebellion  have  lost  tbat  feature, 
but  it  was  a  State  when  it  went  into  re- 
bellion and  when  it  comes  out  without  that 
institution  it  is  still  a  State.  I  bold  it  as  a 
solemn  obligation,  on  any  of  those  States, 
where  tbe  rebel  army  havo  been  beaten  back 
or  expelled,  I  oare  not  bow  small  the  Union 
men  number,  if  sufficient  to  man  the  ship  of 
State,  to  bold -It,  I  say,  a  high  duty  to  protect 
and  secure  to  tbem  a  republican  form  of 
government.  This  is  no  mere  opinion,  it  is 
expressed  in  conformity  with  my  under-, 
standing  of  and  theory  of  oar  Government,  io 
adjusting  and  putting  tbem  upon  their  logs 
agaio.  I  think  the  (progress  of  the  work 
must  pass  into  the  immediate  hands  of  its 
friends.  If  a  State  needs  nursing  until  it 
gains  strength,  it  mast  be  nursed  by  its 
friends,  not  smothered  by  its  enemies, 
permit  me  to  remark  that  while  I  bava  op- 
posed dissolution  and  disintegration  on  the 
one  band,  on  the  other,  I  am  equally  op- 
posed to  centralixatioo  of 
VIRGINIA 

in  Riohmond,  Judge  Campbell  told  him  that 
at  an  interview  with  Davia,  Breckinridge 
just  before  they  left,  be  aaid 
to  tbem  that  as  there  waa  no  hope  for  tbe 
Confederacy,  and  President  Lincoln  would 
not  negotiate  with  tbem,  he  (Lincoln)  would 
negotiate  with  tha  States,  aod  recognise  tbe 
right  of  the  Virginia  State  Legislature  to 
control  tbe  troops  of  that  State.  He  then 
told  Lincoln  that  it  be  woald  permit  tbat 
body  to  convene,  it  woald  doubtless  recall 
the  Virginia  troops  from  tbe  field.  Lincoln 
cautioned  Judge  Campbell  against  any  mift* 
understanding,  aod  gave  him  in  writing  bis 
only  terms,  wbioh  were  those  tendered  in  tbe 
Hamptoo  Roads  interview,  to  which  he 
added  another,  tbat  in  case  the  rebels 
persisted  in  the  war,  their  property  shonld  be 
relentlessly  confiscated.  On  the  way  to 
Washington,  Mr.  Lioooln  wrote  as  Older  to 
General  Weitxel  to  permit  tbe  Virginia 
Legislature  to  convene  in  Riohmond,  for  tbe 
purpose  of  withdrawing  the  Virginia  troops 
from  the  rebel  army,  but  not  allow  tbe  use  or 
any  treasonable  language,  nor  the  adoption 
of  any  treasonable  measures,  bat  00  tbe  very 
day  of  his  death  he  received  a  note  from 
Judge  Campbell,  toned  with  his  usual  inso- 
lence, ignoring  altogether  tbe  proposition 
which  tbe  President  bad  made  to  him,  and 
urging  thaf  though  the  military  power  of  tbe 
Southern  Confederacy  waa  destroyed,  the 
spirit  of  tha  Southern  people  waa  still  un- 
broken. If  yon  want  to  conciliate,  he  aaid, 
it  will  be  wise  for  you  to  grant  an  amnesty, 
and  necessary  for  yoa  to  treat  leniently  pab« 
lio  men  and  seek  their  assistance.  Tbia  was 
too  mnch  even  for  Mr.  Lincoln's  good  nature. 
He  characterised  Campbell's  oourse  as  un- 
grateful and  outrageous  ;  maaowhila  the 
surrender  of  Lee's  army  obviated  the
